DETAILED ACTION 

The amendments and responses filed on 3/28/08 and 4/2/08 have been entered 
and overcome the objections to the claims, drawings, and specification. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1-8 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Regarding 
independent claims 1 and 5, the prior art of record neither shows nor suggest a rear 
plate for a plasma display comprised of, in part, electrodes having a specific resistance 
of 2.5 x 1 0" 4 - 4 x 1 0" 4 Ohms cm; a dielectric layer with a dielectric constant of 8-20, a 
reflectance of 50-80%, an etch rate of 0.03-0.8 microns/min with respect to an inorganic 
acid, and a thickness of 10-30 microns; barrier ribs having a dielectric constant of 7-18, 
a reflectance of 40% -70%, an etching rate of 1 .0-30.0 microns/minute with respect to 
an inorganic acid, and a thickness of 100-160 microns; and a phosphor layer having a 
thickness of 10-30 microns, along with the rest of the limitations of the claim(s). 
Due to their dependency, claims 2-4 and 6-8 are necessarily allowable.
